ATLANTA, Ga., March 19 (AP) 
—The State Supreme Court, in a 
5-to-2 decision, today held that 
M. E. Thompson is Georgia's 
Governor and that Herman Tal- 
madke’s election by the Legisla- 
ture was illegal. 

Talmadge, who assumed office 
with the backing of National 
Guard officers and State troopers, 
announced that he would vacate 
both the executive office and the 
mansion “as soon as we can get 
the files out and our personal ef- 
fects packed.” Thompson will 
serve until January 1949. 

Talmadge said in a statement 
to reporters that he considered 
the people the court of last re- 
sort in political questions, and 
said the question “will be car- 
ried to the court of last resort.” 
He did not elaborate further on 
that statement. 

Talmadge said he would not ask 
the Supreme Court to reconsider 
its decision. 

Thompson Statement. 

Thompson, in a statement from 
his offices in an Atlanta hotel, 
said the decision upheld his belief 
„that the will of the people as ex- 
pressed by their ballots should pre- 
vail.” 

His offices were thrown into an 
uproar over the decision with well 
wishers rushing in and telephones 


ringing with congratulatory mes- po 


sages. 
The court decision was written 
by Presiding Justice Henry Duck- 
worth. Chief Justice W. F. Jen- 
kins and Justice Tom 8. Candler 
filed a dissenting opinion. | 
The majority opinion held that 
the death of Herman Talmadge’s 
father, Eugene Talmadge, after 
his election and before publication 
of the returns by the Legislature 
did not alter the duty of theLegis- 
lature to declare his election, nor 
did it authorize the Legislatube to 
declare that because of his death 
no person had a majority of the 
votes and to then proceed with 
election of an alternate, 
“accordingly,” the majority 
held, “where in such circum- 
stances the general assembly un- 
dertook to elect another person as 
governor, namely the honorable 
Herman Talmadge, such attempt- 
ed election was a void act, which

Lewis's action thus removed the 
threat of a nation-wide soft-coal 
mine shutdown which might have 
occurred on that date had. thé 
contract been allowed to. expire. 
The miners traditionally do not 
work without a contract.

formally withdrawing the notice of 
last Nov. 15 ending his govern- 
ment contract. It was that notice 
which touched ‘off the 17-day 
strike. It also involved Lewis and 
the UMW in legal proceedings 
that led to their conviction of 
contempt of court and heavy fines. 

The case went to the Supreme 
Court which upheld the conviction 
and fines and directed Lewis to 
call off his notice ending the 
government contract. 

Full Com „ Says Collisson. 

Navy Capt. N. H. Collisson, coal 
mines administrator under Krug, 
waid: “This appears to be full and 
complete compliance, without 
hedging of any sort. I don't see 
how it can otherwise con- 
gtrued.“ 

The letter to the miners includ- 
ed the text of Lewis’s letter to 
Krug, and in addition Lewis told 
the UMW members that they are: 
“Hereby instructed that said 
s agreement is in full 
force and effect until final de- 
termination of the basic issues 
arising under the agreement.”

Briton Asserts Stalin

MOSCOW, March 19 (AP)—So 
viet Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov told the Council of Foreign 
Ministers tonight that after hear- 
ing the differing views of the 
United States, Britain and France 
he still believed agreement pos- 
sible in Moscow among the four 
powers on the critical German 
economic program. 


Molotov said it did not follow 
from the disputes which thus far 
have broken out here that the 
four powers would be unable to 
find a common point of view on 
such issues as the level of Ger- 
man industry, a balanced Import- 
export program and freedom of 
movement in Germany, as well as 
on similar key matters, 


Molotoy spoke after Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin of Brit- 
ain, in a studied commentary on 
the Soviet program for Germany, 
rejected Russian reparations de- 
mands and said it was Britain’s 
policy not to agree to any dollar 
valuations on repar Molo- 
tov has put forward a Soviet 
claim for 10 billion dollars in 
reparations from postwar Ger- 
many. 7 

Cites Stalin Request. 

Bevin revealed — for the first 
time—that Prime Minister Stalin 
himself had urged and requested 
the Western Allies to agree that 
reparations should come from 
capital goods and particularly fac- 
ftories in the Western zones. 

Bevin said that when he and 
the others agreed to this, he 
thought that the question of repa- 
rations was finished and there 
would be no demands for repara- 
tions from current production 
such as have now been put for- 
ward by Molotov, 

Secretary George C. Marshall 
also spoke at the session. He said 
Molotov's statement “is very en- 
couraging,” and also expressed be- 
lief that Big Four differences 
over Germany could be reconciléd, 
He minded Molotov that there 
were “grave” difficulties to be 
faced in the reparations problem, 
He said he was prepared to “con- 
sider” Molotov’s demands for a 
higher level of industry, including 
an increase in steel production, 
but he added that there was an 
“inherent danger’ in developing a

Repeats Yalta Contention. 

Molotov argued again that the 
Potsdam agreement on repara- 
tions does not supersede the Yalta 
reparations agreement under 
which the late President Roose 
velt agreed to a reparations figure 
of 20 billion dollars, half of it for 
the Soviet Union, as a basis of dis 
cussion. Marshall reje¢ted this 
contention at yesterday's session, 

Molotov disclosed officially for 
the first time that the Soviet 
Union had not only taken repara- 
tions from the Soviet zone in the 

orm of factory removals and 
from current German production, 
but also had transferred the 
ownership of some German fac- 
tories in the eastern zone to Soviet 
ownership. 

He apparently was referring to 
a recently created Soviet corpora- 
tion comprising 200 factories in 
the eastern zone of Germany. 
Soviet authorities had refused 
heretofore to give any information 
on the ownership of these fac- 
tories, 

Molotov said these factories, al- 
though Soviet-owned, would be 
subject to German laws, 

The Soviet minister said, how- 
ever, that the Russians had re 
ceived only $5,000,000 in capital 
reparations from the Western 
zones of Germany and because of 
this had to take substantia! 
reparations from their own zone. 
He said the figures on this would 
be made available at the appropri- 
ate time. Molotov added that not 
to take such reparations would 
have been a crime in the eyes of 
the Russian people, 

Marshall reminded Molotov that 
the Russians in Berlin last year 
had demanded that Germany be 
limited to 3,500,000 tons of steel

LABOR COURTS 
BLL INTRODUCED 
BY 2. SENATOR 


Provides for Injunc- 


tions, Interpreting of 
Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP). 
Senators Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, and Smith (Rep.), New

NANKING, March 19 (AP)— 
Fast moving Chinese nationalist 
troops took over the Chinese Com- 
munist capital of Tenan today at 
the end of a 200-mile forced 
march from Sian. 


The first of the Government 
forces entered the Red capital at 
10 a.m, Yehan has been virtually 
a ghost city since its evacuation 
by Communists and the removal 
of practically everything that 
could be carried away. 

Yenan stretches for séveral miles 
along the Yen river, It is a city of 
mud and stone buildings. The bulk 
of the population lived in caves. 

Dispatches announcing the cap- 
ture mentioned no fighting and 
it was presumed that Communist 

Ho Liung’s defense troops 
had faded into the Shensi prov- 
ince mountains. Mao Tse-Tung, 
ommunist chief, and other Com- 
munist leaders earlier were re- 
ported to have left the city. 

The occupation, following swift- 
y an announcement by Minister 
of Information Peng Hsueh-Pel 
that the government column was 
within sight of Yenan, indicated 
that the Communists had made 
good their planned evacuation and 
carried out their decision not to 
defend the city. 

The announcement from Peng 
had placed the troops of Gen. Hu 
Chung-Nan within sight of the 
city’s outer defense towers, about 
18 miles from the heart of Yenan. 

Peng had declared that “after 
the fall of Yenan, the military 
situation in China will hinge on 
Communist policy, which up to the 
8 has been to place implicit 
aith in armed forces.” 

Peng indicated the government 
would consider the occupation of 
Yenan, which has been the politi- 
cal, military and spiritual center 
for Communist activity, the turn- 
ing point in the civil war.

Austin Indorses Gromyko’s Proposal at U.N. 


Commission Meeting, Urges Talks

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., March 
19—A Soviet resolution proposing 
informal discussion in closed ses- 
sion of disputed points in the 
United Nations atomic energy 
negotiations was seconded by the 
United States today in the Atomic 
Energy Commission. It was the 
first meeting of the commission 
since Dec, 30. 

Warren R. Austin, American 
promptly indorsed the 
suggestion for closed conferences 
submitted by Andrei A. Gromyko, 
serving as chairman of the com- 
mission. Austin added that first 
consideration should be given to 
the nature of an agency for inter- 
national .control and to the extent 
of the authority with which it 
should be endowed. 

Both Sir Alexander Cadogan 
United Kingdom, and Alexandre 
Parodi, France, objected mildly 
to phraseology of the Soviet reso- 
lution. They pointed out that it 
might be interpreted as limiting 
discussion to disputed points ree- 
ognized during Security Council 
debate on the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission report. Such limitation 
might result in stalemate, they 
said. a 
Gromyko’s Contention. 

Gromyko replied that the reso- 
lution was intended only to get 
deliberations under way in Com- 
mittee 2 and in the Working Com- 
mittee. He said that the specific 
topics for discussion could be de- 
termined at early meetings of 
those two groups, in easier fashion 
than by debate today. 

He added that debate on counter- 
proposals and amendments that he 
and other delegates had offered 
during long controversy in the 
Security Council had been waived. 
The assumption was that it would 
be the first order of business when 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
resumed sessions, 


Gromyko’s resolution set forth: 


“That its committees and, in par- 
ticular, the Working Committee 
and the Committee to consider 
the questions following from the 
resolution and, first of all, the 
questions relating to the establish- 
ment of international control of 
atomic energy on which the neces- 
sary agreement among its mem- 
bers has not yet been reached.” 

Austin States Views. 


In support ef the Soviet mo- 
tion, Austin declared that none 
“underestimates the difficulty of 
the task before us or the wide 
differences that up to present 
have divided the majority from 
the minority.” Hope for progress, 
he said, rests in examination of 
specific problems, separately, ra- 
ther than in general discussion. 

“It is highly probable that the 
most speedy progress could be 
made if we were to take one of the 
most difficult questions first, and 
dispose of it, such as the establish- 
ment, composition, organization, 
powers and status of the inter- 
national agency for control of 
atomic energy,” he added. 

Austin urged seeking approval 
of delegates to individual parts o 
the report, with a view to incor 
porating them into a treaty out 
lawing atom arms and establish 
ing world control of atom powe 
Agreement on any single part o 
the plan, however, was ultimately 
dependent on acceptance of the 
entire scheme, he added. 

“Let us strive for unanimity,” 
he concluded, “and if unanimity 
proves unattainable, for the great- 
est possible majority agreement.” 

The American delegate expressed 
hope that representatives of each 
nation in the commission would 
participate actively as negotiators 
in the plan that “ultimately may 
be chosen.” He formally presented 
Frederick Osborn, attending his 


first session as United States dep-

The government decreed last 
night that the revolt-torn country 
was in a state of war. Col. Fed- 
erico Smith, 45 years old, one of 
Paraguay's heroes of the Chaco 


War against Bolivia, emerged 
from retirement to resume com- 
mand of government forces. 

The decree declaring that a 
state of war existed said it was 
issued in accordance with “inter- 
national agreements signed by 
this country for defense of the 
continent against subversive move- 
ments of a totalitarian character.” 

The Government repeatedly has 
contended that the rebellion, 
which had its roots in the city of 
Concepcion last week, was Com- 
munist directed and the decree it- 
self charged that Communists in 
nearby Bolivia and Uruguay had 
offered aid to the rebels. 

The decree gives President 
Mo. nigo’s military forces power 
to draft men, property and money 
for the fight against the rebels 
and to suspend any laws. The 
Morinigo regime has the same 
power it would have if Paraguay 
actually at war with a foreign 
power. 

(In Buenos Aires, an official of 
the Paraguayan Embassy said the 
revolters wer not recognized as 
eremies of the state, but as 
“enemies of order.“

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MINE OPERATORS 
SHAKEN DOWN BY 
GP. FOR FUNDS 
N CHICAGO FIGHT 


Inspectors Who Wield 
Power Over Operations 
Suggest Gifts and Hint 
as to Size of Donation 
Expected.

SPRINGFIELD, HI., March 19— 
A virtual “shakedown” of Illinois 
coal mine operators has been con- 
ducted by the State Department 
ef Mines and Minerals to raise 
funds for the Republican mayoral 
eampaign in Chicago, the Post- 
Dispatch has learned. 


In theory, all campaign contri- 
butions from the mine operators 
were voluntary. But the donations 
were “suggested” by State mine 
inspectors who have the power to 
make life miserable for an owner, 
and even to close a mine if its 
eperating methods are deemed 


Russell W. Root, Republican 
nominee, opposes Martin H. Ken- 
melly, Democrat, in the Chicago 
mayor's race, to be decided April 
1. The contest, which pits the 
state organization of Republican 
Gov. Dwight H. Green against 
the Cook county Democratic or- 
ganization of Mayor Edward J. 
Kelly, has national implications, 
and may have a direct bearing 
on Green’s status as possible vice 
presidential candidate on the G. O. 
P. ticket in 1948. 
| Size of “Gifts” Suggested. 

The mine inspectors who 
dropped in for a special visit, not 
only thought a donation to the 
G.O.P. cause would be nice, but 
suggested how much the contri- 
bution should be. Small mines 
were let off with a contribution 
of $100, but some big companies 
accepted the hint that they should 
come across with $1000 in order 
that no one might get the notion 
they were in the piker class. 

If an operator balked, the in- 
spector explained that Robert M. 
Medill, director of the Department 
of Mines, had instructed him to 
ask “all friends satisfied with the 
inspection service” to make a 
voluntary contribution. 

The solicitation avoided partis- 
anship, giving Democrats and Re- 
publicans equal opportunity to 
show how satisfied they were with 
the inspection service. Most of the 
operators approached by the in- 
spectors found it expedient to 
contribute. Some, however, re- 
fused, and several complained to 
Medill or to Gov. Green. 

St. Louisan Ob 


One of those who balked was 
a St. Louisan, Louis F. Lumaghi 
Jr., who operates a mine near 
Collinsville. He not only declined 
to donate, but on March 15 wrote 
Medill the following protest: 

“Today Mr. R. R. Schiber, the 
state mine inspector for our dis- 
trict, called on us and said he had 
been instructed by you to solicit a 
contribution to the Republican 
eampaign fund for the Chicago 
mayoraity election. He said that 
the smaller mines had been asked 
to give $100 and suggested that an 
appropriate amount for us would 
be $500. 

“The state mine inspectors in 
Hiinois are entrusted with the 
duty of enforcing the mining laws 
to protect the lives of the men 
who work in the mines. They. 
have wide powers in keeping with 
these responsibilities, even to the

Frederick J. Heil, chemical man- 
ufacturer who dodged Government 
agents for almost a year, was 
fined $1000 today on pleading 
guilt of failing to file Federal in- 
come tax returns for 1943 and 
1944, 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney General David M. Robinson 
said Heil also had neglected to 
file income tax returns in 1939, 
1940, 1941 and 1942, but the 
statute of limitations had run for 
these years. 

The defendant, head of a chemi- 
cal. manufacturing firm bearing 
his name at 210 South Fourth 
street, had income aggregating 
$11,239 in 1943 and 1944, derived 
from dividends and rent, and 
should have id $2419 in taxes, 
Robinson told Judge George H. 
Moore. He asserted Heil’s failure 
to file probably was due to the 
fact his dlimony payments were 
based on his earnings as shown 
in income tax returns. 

Heil’s attorney, J. M. Feigen- 
baum, said the defendant had 
been ill and “didn’t know what 
he was doing half the time.” He 
produced checks in support of the 
claim that Heil had made tax pay- 
ments he did not recall for 1943 
and 1944, and had filed a declara- 
tion of estimated income. 

The 59-year-old manufacturer 
was arrested last Feb. 1. When 
two deputy marshals broke the 
front door of his apartment at 
3608 Connecticut street, Heil ran 
out the rear door into the arms 
of a third deputy.

“The revenue part of the com- 
mission started off pell-mell to 
recommend new taxes, Then the 
economy section announced they 
could not get any information or 
co-operation from city depart- 
ments and asked, ‘Just how much 
money do you need? 

Then the chairman of the com- 
mission, which is composed of rep- 
resentatives of St. Louis and St. 
Louis county, said the whole 
thing’s a mess and what we need 
is a new city charter, So the 
Mayor has called in all those 
$8000-a-year department heads to 
see what those departmental bud- 
gets are all about and determine 
if they can be cut down some.” 


Meyer told the audience that the 
policies of the present adminis- 
tration have “brought the city to 
the brink of municipal bank- 
ruptcy.” He said that, when the 
city’s budget for 1946-47 was under 
consideration a year ago, the 
Comptroller's office warned that 
“if the administration continued 
its. policy of carefree spending, 
the city would have a deficit of 
$2,500,000 at the end of the year.” 

“The warning went unheeded,” 
he declared. “This, in my opinion, 
constitutes negligence and woeful 
disregard for the fundamental 
concepts of a business adminis- 
tration.” 

He asserted that in the period 
from 1940 1946 expenditures of 
the city-controlled units of the 
municipal government increased 
61 per cent as compared to an 
increase of 33 per cent in the 
expenditures of state-controlled 
units.

“A great percentage of our city’s 
youth comes from crowded neigh- 
borhoods that are hot during the 
summer months. When it gets 
dark too early after the evening 
meal, they do not have time to go 
to the park and playgrounds for 
their recreation, The result is 
that they are forced to play in the 
streets, or worse than that, they 
do not play at all. That is when 
they begin hanging around street 
corners where trouble usually de- 
velops, | 

“The logic is this: Authorities 
agree that the great majority of 
serious offenses committed by 
juveniles are committed under 
cover of darkness. If children have 
the opportunity of playing under 
wholesome conditions before dark, 
they will be on their way home 
and ready for bed by nightfall. 
Certainly this one pnase alone of 
the benefits of daylight saving 
time is worth fighting for.” .

ABOARD THE U.S. S. PCE902 
AT SEA (via Navy radio to Hon- 
olulu), March 19—The crash that 
split the Fort Dearborn in two 
awakened me at 16 minutes after 
midnight March 12.

The weather was too rough for 
us to find out that night just

At 1:30 a. m., we saw the men 

on the bow section trying to signal 

us. By dawn, we could see that 

the bow was about three miles 
behind. We were very relieved 

to see that the bow was Still 

afloat and we hoped that it could 

have sent off radio messages. ; 

Thg morning sea quieted enough 

for us to get on deck, We found 

that the split had broken the No. 

8 tank, leaving only the No. 91 
tank between the sea and the Sie 
engine rooms. The ship 5 
taking rolls of 30 to 

port and starboard. 

After the cook got us break- 
fast, I assigned all the men to 
their duties. We were short 
handed in every department and 
the 22 men aboard worked at least 
12 hours a day to keep the ship 
afloat. Because of their anxiety 
and the heavy rolling, the men 
were unable to get much sleep 
when they were off duty. 

The ship developed a port list 
and we transferred fuel oil to 
keep her even, She rode a little 
smoother after that. | 

We V ee still see the He at 
noon, At 1 p.m., while lis 
to a shortwave news 1 
we learned that a radio message 
had been picked up and that ships 
were steaming to our rescue. 

It was the best news we could 
have had. 

We kept in sight of the bow 
until 4 p.m, At 6:05 p.m., we 
sighted a plane which dropped 
two packages with parachutes that 
we were unable to pick up. 

The wind and the sea rose at 
nightfall and so did tension aboard 
ship. At 1:15 a.m., we sighted the 
lights of a ship and lit a flare. 
We tried to convey a message that 
we were all right and that the 
other ship should go to the bow 
first, which we figured was 12 
miles behind us. The ship appar- 
ently understood us, for it left, 

At 11:15 the morning of March 
15, we sighted the 8.8. Telfair 
Stockton which came within hail- 
ing distance and we told her about 
12 men abandoning ship. (The 12 
who took to a lifeboat have not 
been found.) 


As we had no one aboard who 
could read or send blinker or 
semaphore, the only way we could 
communicate was by writing with 
chalk on the bulkhead. 

As the days went by, the men’s 
nerves became frayed but there 
never was any sign of panic. We 
tried to keep the stern to sea and 
head in the general direction of 
Honolulu. 

We hoped the General Gordon 
would pick us up, but when it 
proceeded by us March 14, our 
hopes again were dashed, On the 
evening of the 14th, we sighted 
the El Dorado (a naval vessel) and 
managed to convey to them that 
we wanted to abandon ship. They 
informed us it was too rough to 
launch a boat. . 

(On March 14 the 10 men in the 
bow section were taken aboard the 
steamship General Gordon, a 
President lines vessel.) 


By midnight, March 15, the sea 
again was rising, so we changed. 
our course and headed with the 
sea, The ship was bobbing like a 
cork. In the morning the El Do- 
rado tried to float life-rafts to us, | 
but this was unsuccessful. They . 
tried also to send balloons to us | i, st 9 
but again they failed. 4% 7 3 ů 

The next day the wind was S 
blowing a gale and the bulkheads 1 
pounded and groaned. We couldn't ; = 
tell how long they would last. At 
noon, the weather made us lose 
sight of the El Dorado for an hour 
and 20 minutes. It certainly was 
good to see her again. 

The weather was moderate dur- 

ing the night. At 1:10 a. m., we 
sighted the PCE002 and at dawn 
the El Dorado ordered us to stop 
our engines. I went below, re- 
lieved the men and secured the 
engines, 
. had the men ready to abandon 
ship and by 6:40 a.m. we did so 
in a Higgins boat from the El 
Dorado. We were taken aboard 
the PCE902. 

I was very much relieved that 
the responsibilities of taking care

UST before the sun brake over the east Bengal horizon this 
morning, a little knot of people left this village on a trek that 
is echoing across India. It was the Mohandas Gandhi march— 
simple, rustic, laborious, and probably epic. .

The stooped, 77-year-old ascetic, 
who has immersed himself in this 
remote corner of India, took the 
lead. In one hand he carried a 
staff. With the other he gained 
support from the shoulder of his 
granddaughter, who marches with 
him. 

The morning was chill. Gandhi 
could seg his ‘breath. A woolen 
shawl enveloped his slight, aging 
body. 

Dew glistened on the cold, 
newly-harvested fields, But despite 
troublesome chilblains, the. aged 
leader walked barefooted in the 
manner of most Indian pilgrims. 

Significant Mission. 


On what some Indians call the 
most significant mission of his 
life, Gandhi was stepping along 
from this crowded village to a 
similar one about three miles 
away. 

There, as in each place he has 
visited since the first of the year, 
he will * to heal the hatred that 
divides Hindus and Moslems in 
this district. 

Although he covers only two, 
three, or four miles a day, walk- 
ing is not always easy. 

This Noakhali district’s rich 
deltaland has only recently dried 
after the floods that spread over 
it from April to October. Ditches 
must be crossed, Rivulets are 
bridged temporarily with bamboo 
poles covered with sod. 

In the early stages of the march 
persons objecting to Gandhi's ac- 
tivities sometimes pulled down the 
bridges. just before his arrival.

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As Wheat Hits $3 


Three weeks ago Edward A. O'Neal, president 
of the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
showed up before the House Labor Committee 
to demand stringent curbs on labor. 
O'Neal said in effect, is a pressure group which 
must be curbéd by law from exploiting the rest 
of the citizens. 

There is a good deal to what Mr. O’Neal said, 
but we would’ like to call his attention to a 
pressure group far more powerful in Congress 
than labor is, and one which has used its power 
to rig the laws to its own purposes. 

We refer to the farm lobby, of which Mr. 
O'Neal is the brightest jewel, and the occasion 


of our comment is the fact that wheat rose yes- 


terday to $3 a bushel, for the setond time in 
99 years. May wheat is approximately a dollar 
higher on the Chicago grain market than it was 
a year ago. This means that the coal miner or 
the factory hand, whose gréed Mr. O'Neal de- 
plores, must pay some 50 cents more for a 24 
pound sack of flour than he paid 12 months ago. 

‘It so happens that the shortage of wheat is 
purely a war-born condition, resulting from the 
demand abroad for American grain, which re- 
sults in turn from the fact that the war hindered 
sowing and reaping in other parts of the world. 
Since it is a war-caused shortage, and in the 
most essential of all commodities bar none, there 
is just as much reason to demand that the public 
be protected from gouging as there is to demand 
protection on rents or the price of sugar. 

In normal times or in a depression, the price 
of sugar and the rent level sink just as low as 
economic pressures dictate. But not so with 
wheat. Under pressure from farm voters, Con- 
gress maintains by subsidy a price guaranteeing 
the wheat grower a fair return on his labor. 

Since the farmer is bulwarked by law against 
vagaries of the market, why should not the con- 
sumer have equivalent protection? If the 
farmer asks the Government to guarantee him 
against poor prices in poor times, why should 
he not be willing for it to deny him a fantastic 
profit in time of unusual scarcity? | 

Actually, the farm bloc closes ranks and fights 
savagely whenever any such legislation is pro- 
posed. The Department of Agriculture’s Com- 
modity Exchange Authority enforces certain reg- 
ulations on the grain, cotton and produce ex- 
changes. But the regulation is feeble and in- 
efficient. | 

We are in receipt of a letter from the De- 
partment of Agriculture which says quité plainly 
that it has no power or policy to take action to 
prevent farm prices from rising to any level 
whatever, if they/are “prices arrived at by a fair 
and free play of supply and demand forces.” 

Even this tired refrain from the psaltery of 
Adam Smith is an evasion, for price on the 
commodity exchanges are not determined simply 
by “supply and demand forces,” but by a compli- 
cated mechanism based on trading in futures. A 
purchaser puts up not the price of a bushel of 
wheat or rye or barley, but a “margin” consist- 
ing of a minor eee of the real price. 

Against a price of $3 for wheat, the 
speculator puts up, at present margins, only 50 
to 60 cents; The margin ought to be regulated 
so that when prices rise toward artificial levels, 
the margin is hiked closer and closer to the full 
price of the commodity—which is the practice of 
the Federal Reserve System in regulating mar- 
gins on the national stock exchanges. 

By the Department of Agriculture's own fig- 
ures, war and postwar prosperity has profited 
farmers far more than any other large occupa- 
tional group. The net operating income of 
farmers rose from $4,300,000,000 in 1939 to 
$15,000,000,000 in 1946, a 270 per cent increase. 

The average weekly pay for wage and salaried 
workers rose in the same period from $24.52 to 
$44.22, an increase of only 80 per cent.

4 Contemptible Trick 


Gael Sullivan is guilty of a contemptible trick 
in attempting to make political capital out of the 
momentous question of American foreign policy.

Senator 
Vandenberg, Warren Austin and many other out- 
standing pillars of the G.O.P. have exemplified 
the old axiom that politics ends at the water’s 
edge. They have labored mightily under Dem- 
ocratic presidents and, as a result, the world has 
been presented with a picture of American unity. 
It is far different from the situation after World 
War I, when a group of G.O.P. Senators set out 
to sabotage the policiés of Woodrow Wilson. 

No wonder, then, that Senator Vandenberg 
yesterday stepped down from his rostrum as 
presiding officer to describe as a “tragedy” the 
mischievous action of Gael Sullivan.

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Lesson of the Future 


Economy is a good reason for merging the 
Armed Forces, but there is a better one, and 
that is effectiveness. Seeretary of the Navy 
Forrestal told the Senate Armed Forces Com- 
mittee, This bill provides an organization which 
will allow us to apply the full punitive power of 
the United States against any future enemy.” 

Maybe the plan to put the Army, Navy and 
Air Forces under one Cabinet heat is a long way 
from real unification. But it does permit all 
the co-ordination which the services can willingly 
muster, and do not now have. That means 
power of common decision, where security plans 
are drawn in common and executed in common. 
It means new power in mobilization, where the 
services can end much of the time-consuming 
competition and costly duplication as to men, 
weapons, research and everything else that must 
be squandered in modern war. 

“The great lesson of the future,” Gen. Mac- 
Arthur said, “is that success in the art of war 
depends upon a complete integration of forces.” 
That is also the lesson for this moment, when 
America is projecting world-wide polity far into 
the future, Our Army is nine months from real 
battle strength, according to an Associated Press 
dispatch, The Navy and Air Force are in a bet- 
ter state of readiness. Only their fullest co- 
ordination will produce the strength to match 
our commitments.

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Uneasy Lives the Rat 

Eight months after its inception, the city’s 
new rat control section is organized and well at 
work, A news story yesterday told how St. 
Louis has departed from its hospitable tradition 
toward rats. Until last spring, when the public 
decided to wipe out its rat run, the common of- 
ficial attitude was that there was no rodent 


problem, and the only official action was hit-or- 


miss fumigation. Now there is a systematic 
block-by-block rat-proofing campaign under way. 

That is real progress. The difference between 
extermination and rat stoppage was stated by a 
pest control expert, who told the New Yorker 


magazine: “You can kill all the rats in a building | 


on a Monday and come back on Wednesday and 
find it crawling with them. The only way rats 
enn be kept out is to ratproof the building from 
sub-basement to skylight.” 

Rat-proofing here now has the force of law 
behind it, as 19 prosecutions show. Yet even 
rat-proofing is not enough, for a rat discouraged 
with one neighborhood may easily turn up a 
mile dway within a day or two. And the law 
itself is not enough. Without general sanitation 
and individual effort, rat control would fall 
apart. For that reason the new agency is start- 
ing an extensive educational campaign to win 
public support. 

Continued e of the garbage can 
ordinance, and application of the restaurant 
sanitation law next month, should help end the 
cafeteria system for feeding rats. Even then, 
ashpits and rubbish piles will remain as domi- 
ciles. There probably will be no sévere housing 
shortage for rats until we have trash collection, 
whieh is promised but withheld because of in- 
sufficient revenue. 

But St. Louis can look back over eight months 
with a deal of satisfaction. As for the rats, 
which experts say live uneasy lives of extreme 
anxiety, they should be a lot less comfortable, 
and a lot more anxious, from now on,

Operative association; says this promises good housing at low cost; 
it is one answer to present system of expensive jerry-building.

It is almost possible to say that people 
wahting houses built according to their 
own specifications in America in the next 
year or two are going to have to build 
them co-operatively. 


The average man in need of a new home 
is helpless against the enormous inertia of 
an outworn building procedure, against the 
stranglehold of the realtors, against the 
red tape and delays of an inadequate gov- 
ernmnt ‘program, against high labor costs 
and the plain shortage of materials. 


Leagued with a sufficient number of his 
fellows, he can overcome those obstacles, 
He can build just about the kind of house 
he wants, and build it at anything from 
10 to 30 per cent less than it would cost if 
he built it alone. 


The Peninsula Housing Association was 
begun in April, 1944, by a handful of en- 
thusiasts. It grew slowly during its long 
negotiation for the plot of land it wanted. 
This was an oak-dotted, rolling 253 acres 
back of the Stanford University campus, 
overlooking the south end of San Francis- 
co. Bay. 


No Architectural] Mixture 


By July, 1046, the membership had grown 
from the original five to 150, the original 
few hundred dollars to a great many thou- 
sands. Each new member paid a $200 
membership fee, all but $50 of it return- 
able upon withdrawal, 


In addition, each member was asked to 
buy certificates of interest in the co-opera- 
tive corporation, These certificates were 
negotiable securities bearing interest at 5 


per cent. When lots are selected—on the. 


basis of first in, first pick—the certificates 
of interest, which by that time should be 
built up to around $1500 per member, will 
be exchanged for title to a building lot. 


A year before they acquired the land they 
had hired John Furfk and Associates, a 
San Francisco firm, as consulting archi- 
tects. Houses will be designed in the same 
key, and essentially in the same materials, 
in the style best called “Contemporary Call- 
fornian.” This is a kind of house suited 
to the climate and offering a maximum of 
good living, 


A site plan of the whole plot will util- 
ize curving or circular traffic arteries, 
dead-end lanes, patches of park, whatever 
the topography seems to demand. Four 
miles from any other center, Ladera will 
have to provide itself with at least a gro- 
cery and service station, perhaps with 
laundry and cleaning service, perhaps with 


à restaurant or delicatessen. 


Playgrounds and School 


Buildings to house these stores will be de- 
signed as part of the integrated communi- 
ty. All will be erected on land owned in 
common by all the members. 


There will be community tennis courts 
and a swimming pool. Families in the 
asso¢iation average a little more than two 
children each, with many families expect- 
ing moré. These kids will go to school, if 
present prospects are realized, in a school 
building on the Ladera plot. 


Beauty, convenience, the pleasures of 
country living open ordinarily only to the 
very wealthy—these are things Laderans 
are trying to build into the project from the 


very beginning. There is yet another ad- 
vantage. That is savings. 


With roads, sewers, utilities, the land will 
come to something between $1500 and $1800 
for the average third-of-an-acre lot plus the 
equity in the common lands that each mem- 
ber will hold. But even at $3000 or $4000 
an acre, Ladera is cheap. In Palo Alto, the 
nearest town, a developed lot of 60 by 125 
feet brings from $4500 to $3000—which is 
at the rate of $15,000 to $18,000 an acre. 


Savings Down the Line 


The most conservative sources, some of 


them unfriendly to the project, admit that 
architectural costs will be cut in half as a 
result of mass planning. Construction costs 
will be definitely lower, somewhere be- 
tween 10 and 20 per cent. 


Financing will be cheaper, because with 
400 houses to finance, the association can 
beat down both buried costs and interest 
rates. Equipment such as washing ma- 
chines, kitchen and bathroom fixtures, cab- 
inets, dishwashers, can be bought at a sub- 
stantial discount, 

These savings are substantial enough to 
make the difference between building and 
not building for most of the families in the 
Ladera project. Few of them are wealthy. 
Some are limited to what they can do with 
a white-collar salary. But they will get 
their houses—not jerry-built boxes, but the 
kind of houses they have dreamed of. 


They are measuring the ability of the 
American public to throw off a system that 
has proved utterly incompetent and even 
antisocial. They have put in its place some 


of the spirit that used to animate barn 


raisings when democracy was younger.

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Bidault's Wife Said to Boss Him 


At Big Four Moscow Conference 


Molotov and Bevin Indulge in Sharp Ex- 
changes — Marshall Is.

Copyright, 
MOSCOW—How the * in 


the Big Four drama at Moscow 
perform their parts is a story in 
itself, as this past week has dem- 
onstrated. Here are impressions 
of old hands who have traveled 
the conference circuit a long 
time: 

Mme. Susie Bidault wears the 
pants in the family of France's 
foreign minister, 

Viacheslav (Glorify the De- 
mocracies) Molotov and Ernest 
Bevin still bristle like a cat and 
dog when they get in the 2 
room with each other. 

George Marshall is cautiously 
feeling his way in his first big 
test as Secretary of State. 

Forty-two-year-old Susie Bidault 
is not pretty, but she is capable. 
In fact, they say she and 40-year- 
old Maurice Couve de Murville are 
the two most capable members of 
the French delegation, Mme. 
Bidault is the only foreign min- 
ister’s wife to come along. Her 
presence is explained by the fact 
that she hol/s the rank of Coun- 
cilor of Embassy and is an official 
member of the French delegation. 

Susie Bidault was Chef De 
Cabinet for 47-year-old Georges 
Bidault before they were married 
a little more than a year ago, 
each for the first time. This child- 
less, middle-aged couple’s romance 
began when they met in the un- 
derground movement in the war. 

Bidault Said te Lack Ability. 

Now, after the daily meetings of 
foreign ministers, they say that 
Susie takes her husband aside and 
tells him what he should and 
should not have done. Bidault, a 
former professor and editorial 
writer, has the reputation in some 
circles here of not being qualified 
to swim in this conference's great 
depths. 

His erities say that even if he 

had greater ability and more ex- 
perience, he still would be pre- 
vented from playing a big role, be- 
cause his position as Foreign Min- 
ister depends on continued support 
from the French Communists, who 
are as powerful as his Popular Re- 
publicans. 
It Bidault irritates the French 
Communists, it is said, they might 
conceivably force him out of the 
Foreign Minister’s post. 
fore, it is difficult for him to 
take any sort of serious stand 
against Communist Russia. This 
deprives him of playing the bril- 
liant role of compromiser between 
battling giants, which in previous 
‘eras often has been the role of 
French statesmen. A few oldtime 
Frenchmen here bewail France's 
“lost opportunity.” 


France’s Problem. 


Bidault, with the French politi- 
cal situation very much in mind, 
apparently hopes to maintain a 
neutral position in the struggle 
here between Russia and the 
Anglo-Americans, This is regard- 
ed as unfortunate for France, 
since its geographical position 
makes its natural choice lie with 
the West. * 

Bevin is reported to be getting 
Ured of the perpetual bickering 
with Molotov that is taking place 
here as at previous conferences, 
but he is determined to answer 
back as long as Molotov keeps it 
up. Half the time each knows the 
other means nothing by what he 
is saying. 

It is a clash of personalities 
with the two men that goes far 
beyond the clash of their respec- 
tive policies. One of the few 
things they have in common is a 
birthday. They exchanged greet- 
ings last Sunday, when Bevin was 
66 and Molotov 57, 

Bevin and Molotov clashes are 
said to be more disturbing to 
Marshall than to either of them. 
Sixty-six-year-old Marshall has 
the position at the conference of 
“the new boy.” Furthermore, he 
awes his colleagues with the tre- 
mendous reputation he brings 
with him.

neously or read a speech in an 
exchange of tirades.

An appropriate working costume consists of a 
checked sports shirt, a soft sweater whose color 
combines with that of the shirt, pleated slacks, 
socks matching the shirt and sweater, and rugged 
sports shoes.

UR school children, from elementary schools through the 

colleges, need to stress the study of languages, first their 

own English and then that of other peoples. In our large 
cities we have many citizens who come from foreign lands. 
Their English is far from perfect, but that is excusable. It is 
always difficult for one to learn a foreign tongue after child- 
hood has passed and most of these people came to the United 
States when they were adult. When the vocal organs are set, 
as they must be by the age of maturity, learning a new tongue 
is difficult, -indeed. | 

For children, learning a foreign language is easier. Their 
hearing is acute, their vocal organs are flexible, they are at the 
full tide of their learning power. Then is the time to teach 
language, English and the chosen foreign tongue. Not in the 
high schools, nor in the junior high schools, but in the primary 
grades should we begin to teach languages. 

: ER : 

WE SHOULD TEACH THEM by conversation. Learning 
lessons by the book, studying verbs and tenses and endings and 
all the difficulties of a language centering on construction and 
grammar, is about the worst method to choose.

a result we'll probably get ex- 
ercise when we need fodd, and 
play when we need sleep.

It’s not so much the theory that 
worries Junior — who is more 
alarmed than angry—as it is the 
lack of consistency which lies be- 
hind it, There was a time, he 
points out--where he picked all 
this up I don’t know--when par- 
ents didn’t know an oedipus com- 
plex from a compulsion neuroses, 
which was probably just as well 
for all concerned. They raised 
their youngsters by a sort of hunt 
and peck system and if the boy 

ew up and killed a man named 

row, they had no way of know- 
ing that it was the result of a 
23 impulse caused by 
the fact that when he was 13 
months old he was frightened by 
a rooster, 

But now that child psychology 
has been invented, if not per- 
fected, parents know the impor- 
tance of these early influences 
and are constantly on guard 
against them, as a result of which

both parents and children get a 
little balmy which in time results 
in strained relations and mutual 
suspicion. 

However, says Junior, that’s not 
the real point he had in mind (by 
reading between the lines I'm giv- 
ing a rather liberal interpretation 
of Junior’s letter). The point is 
that after years of the old sys- 
tem which seemed to suit both 
parents and children, a new school 
of thought came along which 
came darn near breaking off rela- 
tions between babies and their 
parents.

Babies, the bright but childless 
exponents of this new theory de- 
clared, should be seen but never 
touched. They should be fed at 
stated intervals, without variation, 
and if they didn’t like it they 


could lump it (Junior's expres- 


sion). In time, with that acute 
reasoning power which all tiny 
infants are known to possess they 
would arrive at the logical con- 
clusion that there was no future 
in bawling and that life, after all, 
is just a series of adjustments 
and compromises, Eventually the 
baby would become a neat little 
machine requiring nothing but 
occasional fuel and water. 

“I have some friends who went 
through this,” Junior says, “and 
there isn’t a good Joe in the 
bunch, They got more complexes 
than Salvador Dali 
wouldn't surprise me to see them 
all grow to be hot musicians 
or Existentialist playwrights, 

“I guess the parents and the

child psychologists must have sat 
back and taken a square look at 
dome of these specimens,” Junior 
continued, “because almost over- 
night a reaction set in.

Instead of responding 
as they expected, the kid grew 
suspicious and began to wonder 
what the old folks were up to. 
He became convinced there was 


something screwy behind it all, 
and while he pretended to go for 
it, he was always on guard for 
the pay-off. By the time he was 
a year old he was a confirmed 
cynic and instead of lying around 
playing with his toes, he spent 
all his time listening to ““Gang- 
Busters” on the radio and read- 
ing the Racing Form. 

Junior admits that this was an 
exceptional case, however, and 
says he believes that the legaliza- 
tion of affection between parents 
and babies was a fine thing and 
if left alone would have had a 
good chance to succeed. 

“But now Dr, Bilatz comes 
along,” he says “and decides that 
‘consistency in training is more 
important than love and that the 
child who learns discipline early 
he be easier to handle in later 

eo.’ * 

He may be wrong and he may 
be right, Junior says, but one 
thing is sure If they keep on 
changing back and forth like they 
have been doing every kid in the 
country is going to be emotionally 
unstable and worse than that, no 
two of them will be emotionally 
unstable in the same way.

WHILE ago I deplored the

ples or rules asepsis pa- 
tients with a reasonable under- 
satnding of such things some- 
times seen in the office of the 
dentist and even in the office of 
the doctor. Among other infrac- 
tions noted in a dentist’# office 
was the censurable carelessness 
of the dentist in leaving the chair 
to answer the telephone, and then 
‘resuming bis work without stop- 
ping to wash his hands. Several 
dentists have written indignant 
protests, declaring that it is un- 
just to criticise the entire dental 
profession for the faults or sins 
of a few dentists. I agree with 


them, but I haye not implied that 


all dentists or even many commit 
such breaches of asepsis. It is the 
culpable few—I don’t care wheth- 
ey they happen to be dentists or 
doctors—I criticize, and my motive 
is to warn the public to beware 
of such dangerous practitioners. 
ae oe 

A READER COMPLAINS that 
wher she asked for certain ar- 
ticles which enter the mouth, the 
drug clerk opened the package 
and removed the contents to show 
her how finely ... when she pro- 
tested that the articles were no 
longer aseptic now that the clerk 
had broken th: seals and handled 
them, the clerk called the boss, 
who, in that irritating way some 


merchants have, assured her that 


every mouth is constantly full of 
germs anywa,, so it didn’t mat- 
ter at all etc. etc., but the custom- 
er still preferred to cope with her 
own germs and not try to cope 
with the germe which might be 
carried on the clerk’s hands. So 
she accepted the snub and took 
her business elsewhere. 

Well, we needn’t go any further 
with this, but just to say that if 
the implement or material comes 
in a package marked “antiseptic,” 

“aseptic,” “sterile,” “sterilized” or 
“sanitary,” its sale should be pro- 
hibited by law if the seal or cover 
has been broken.

TAKE absorbent cotton. In Eng- 
land and sometimes in this coun- 
try, this is called “medicated cot- 
ton” or cotton “wool.” Of course 
it is neither medicated nor is it 
wool, It is ordinary cotton bat- 
ting freed of fatty matter and 
bleached. It is generally packed 
in rolls of convenient size, and 
sterilized by héat. Of course ab- 
sorbent cotton, like other mater- 
ials or implements, may be placed 
in sealed and reasonably ,germ- 
proof container, wrapper of cov- 
er and then sterilized by com- 
pressed steam heat, by boiling, or 
by dry heat. But once any such 
container is opened, even by a 
wee puncture, the contents can 
no longer be considered sterile 
(germ-free).

Steinberg is qythoritative in every an , 
measure but there are times when 
even thé enthusiastically predis- 
posed listener will wish him to, stop 
his sentimental Joitering and get 
on with it.
